Crittenden defeats three 


opponents for commission seat 


The special election held Tuesday 
to fill a seat on the county 
commission from the newly-created 
District 5 didn’t attract a lot of 
interest. Only 1038 of the 1695 
registered voters bothered to cast 
their ballot in the election. 

Damascus Crittenden Jr. a 
plaintiff in the recent federal lawsuit 
that brought about this new district 
and special election won the 
Democratic nomination against three 
opponents, and without a runoff. He 
wil face a Republican candidate in 
November. 

Crittenden polled 570 votes, Lee 
Boyd was second with 289, Mary 
Emma Redmon finished third with 
115 votes, and Ernest Love received 
64 votes in the official tabulation 
released by Democratic Chairman 
Bill Stokes. 

The winner polled 389 votes on 
the three machines used in 
Enterprise, plus 145 votes on the two 
New Brockton machines. He 
received 36 absentee votes. 

Lee Boyd polled 188 votes in 
Enterprise, 101 in New Brockton, 
and no absentee votes; while 
Redmon received 106 votes in

Enterprise, eight in New Brockton 
and one absentee.

An Elba man sentenced to die in 
the electric chair for the 1979 murder 
of Coffee County Sheriff Neil 
Grantham will return to Elba on 
September 17 for a hearing on a 
request for a new sentence. 


The new sentencing hearing was 
ordered for Billy Joe Magwood, age 
3S, by Circuit Judge Riley Green 
after the United States 11th Circuit 
Court of Appeals in Atlanta upheld a 
lower court’s ruling granting the 


convicted murderer a new sentenc- 
ing hearing. The appellate court's 
order, dated August 12, required 
that the new sentencing hearing be 
held within 60 days.

Elba Work Release inmate killed 
at work as ditch caves in at Troy 


An Elba Work Release inmate 
was killed and another seriously 
injured last week when the ditch in 
which the two men were laying pipe 
caved in and buried them. 

According to state officials, John 
‘‘Fuzz'' Williams, age 36, of Troy, 
was pronounced dead on arrival at 
the Edge Memorial Hospital in Troy, 
while James Robert Griggs was 
treated for head, neck and internal 
injuries prior to being transferred to 


a Dothan hospital. 

Both men were inmates at the 
Elba Work Release facility and were 
employed by Russell Construction 
Company of Elba, under the state’s 
Work Release program. 

The accident apparently occurred 
at approximately 1:00 p.m. on 
Thursday, August 28, when the men 
were laying sewer pipe in a ditch 
near U.S. Highway 231. The sides of 
the ditch reportedly collapsed, 


Computers will reduce 


The Dept. of Human Resources 
will take a big step forward in 
reducing fraud in its programs 
October 1 when it will more than 
double its computer income veri- 
fication activities. 

Coffee County Dept. of Human 
Resources Director Ron Smith said 
the department currently conducts 
computer cross checks of its financial 
assistance clients against the records 
of the federal Social Security Admin- 
istration and the Alabama Dept. of 
Industrial Relations to determine if 
the clients are receiving income from 
some other source. 

Beginning October 1, Human 
Resources will begin computer 
income verification of food stamp 
recipients and will also add the 
Internal Revenue Service unearned 
income files to the list of sources it 
checks. 

“The checking process involves 
matching computer tapes of our 
eligibility records against records of 
other agencies, such as Industrial 


Relations employment  records,”’ 
Smith said. ‘‘The computer looks for 
matching Social Security numbers.”’ 

Clients who are found to be 
ineligible for Human Resources 
programs because they have 
unreported income or resources from 
another source may be prosecuted, 
he said. In all cases they will be 
required to repay the benefits they 
were not eligible for. 

The county director added that 
clients will be required to cooperate 
with Human Resources in providing 
Social Security numbers for all 
household members. Clients who 
fail to cooperate will lose their 
benefits, he said. 

The department will also be 


contacting banks and businesses to” 


verify income and resources. 

The expansion of the depart- 
ment’s computer verification acti- 
vities is in reaction to the federal 
Deficit Reduction Act of 1984, which 
mandates more stringent verification 
and gives states access to IRS

The question of Magwood’s 
sanity delayed court action for a 
period of time as four doctors gave 
contradictory opinions. A psychia- 
trist at the Searcy Mental Hospital 
that observed Magwood during a 
10-month stay at the hospital! stated 
Magwood was a paranoid 
schizophrenic in partial remission 
due to medication; while Elba 
physicians Dr. Donald Crook and Dr. 
Bancroft Cooper both agreed that 
Magwood was sane. 

A licensed psychologist later 
testified that he observed Magwood 
over a period of approximately four 
days and stated that while in his 
opinion Magwood did know the 
difference from right and wrong, he 
felt the convicted murderer was 
suffering from paranoid  schizo- 
phrenia. 

Magwood was found guilty of 
murder on June. 2, 1982, and after 
hearing a claim of aggravated and 
mitigating circumstances, the 
judge fixed the sentence at death. 

Magwood appealed the con- 
viction to the Alabama Court of 
Criminal Appeals on grounds the 
jury’s verdict was ‘‘contrary to the 
law and the evidence present’’ and 
stated the jury should have returned 
a verdict of not guilty by reason of 
insanity. 

The Alabama court denied the 
appeal; however, the upper court 
later ruled that a new sentencing 
hearing should be held and the 
September 17 date was set.

HORTICULTURE TIPS

TURNIPS 


With just a hint of the fall in the 
air, it is time to plant your turnips. 
Plant them in your flower bed, the 
corner of your lot, or anywhere you 
have good, open sunshine. I would 
suggest planting them where you 
can water easily and gather. 

If you will plant them at this time 
of the year, they will have a chance 
to make roots before cold weather. 
Put about 10 pounds of complete 
fertilizer per 100 feet of row as you 
prepare your land. Seed this 100 feet 
of row with about 1/4 ounce of seed. 
Recommended varieties are 
Shogoin, Purple Top, and White 
Globe. 


FALL WEBWORMS IN PECANS 


_Are you being plauged by web- 
worms ? Of course, there are many 
fruit and shade trees that can be 
attacked by these pests. 

Webworms feed in large groups 
and produce large, dirty-white webs. 
They hatch from greenish-white 
eggs laid on the undersides of leaves 
by a moth. 

When full grown, these worms 
are about one inch long with white 


and black hairs. They usually feed’ 


for four to six weeks. Then the 
caterpillars crawl to the ground to 
spin a cocoon for winter. They make 
their cocoons under debris and 
rubbish or in the crevices of bark and 
fence posts. To control webworms, 
remove and destroy branches with 
webs. Pick and destroy leaves that 
have egg masses. Spray with 
Diazinon or Sevin. 


REJUVENATE ANNUAL FLOWERS 


Just as you sometimes need a lift 
to help you keep going, so do the 
annual flowers in your landscape. 
You can rejuvenate flowering 
annuals such as petunias, geraniums 
and periwinkles by cutting them 
back and fertilizing. Two cups of 
8-8-8 fertilizer per 100 square feet 
can encourage new growth and 
flowering until frost. 


FALL IRISH POTATOES 

If your spring potato crop was not 
any better than mine, a fall crop is 
necessary. Seed potatoes for fall 
planting are almost impossible to 
find. You can use your spring 
potatoes as seed potatoes if you treat 
them. | would suggest using the 
small spring potatoes about he size 
of a big marble and plant the whole 


potato. 

To treat these potatoes so they 
will sprout, put one teaspoon of 
gibberellic acid in seven pints of 
water. Soak your potatoes in this 
solution for five minutes and plant 
immediately. This solution will help 
break dormancy on these buds so 
they will go ahead and sprout and 
come up. 


YELLOW TREES 

When trees take on a yellow cast, 
it's usually a sign that somethng is 
wrong. By being alert to certain 
syniptoms, you can diagnose and 
correct many problems before they 
become severe. 

For example, evergreens take on 
a yellow cast if scale or spider mites 
are present. Scales can be killed by 
an oil emulsion spray, but it must be 
applied at the right time of year. DO 
NOT use an oil emulsion spray now. 

A powerful stream of water from 
the garden hose will help control 
spider mites. But if mites continue 
to be a problem, use Kelthane. 

There are other causes for 
yellowing plants. Too much sun, too 
little sun, drought, poor drainage, 
automobile exhaust, reflected heat, 
and lack of nitrogen or iron can all 


, cause>yellow leaves: 


When trees in new housing areas 
begin to turn yellow, it is often due to 
the chunks of cement, broken 
sidewalks, slag, old bricks, plaster 
and other materials that the builders 
buried underground in that area. 
When these materials begin to break 
down in the soil, the iron in the soil is 
tied up and becomes unavailable to 
the plants. The leaves on trees and 
shrubs gradually turn pale green, 
then yellow. 

Azaleas, rhododendrons, and a 
few other plants love acid soil. If the 
soil is not acid enough, these plants 
will turn yellow. Adding sulfur to 
soil will lower the pH and make it 
more acid. 


Alabama National Guard 


To Reorganize 


October 1 


A reorginization of the Alabama 
Army National Guard beginning Oct. 
| will ultimately add 18 additional 
UH-1 helicopters, 48 new pilot 
vacancies and 597 new personnel 
vacancies to the state. 

It will also provide the state with 
an annual payroll boost to members 
of the Alabama Army Guard of 
almost $2 million, The new 
vacancies will be 37 officers, 43 
warrant officers and 517 enlisted 
personnel, 

One new combat assault helicop- 
ter and the headquarters portion of a 
maintenance company will be added 
to the Alabama troop list and based 
in Mobile. 

Two aviation detachments now in 
Mobile will be moved back to Mont- 
gomery and Birmingham with the 
headquarters portion of each unit. 
The two new units will be part of the 
3ist Aviation Battalion’ in 
Montgomery. 

Strength upgrades will also occur 
in units of the 31st Armored Brigade 
which is headquartered in Northport. 
Each of the battalions in the brigade 
will receive additional personnel 
under a new table of organization 
and equipment, 

The brigade headquarters 
strength will be significantly 
increased under the new plan. 

A new unit has been located in 
Wedowee and LaFayette. The 
company, to be split between the two 
towns, will be part of the Ist 
Battalion, 167th Infantry (Mech). 

Other reorganization actions will 
continue through the upcoming 
months with more new units 
scheduled to be added to the state's 
troop at late as FY 87, 
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All Around Coffee County

FARM SAFETY 


‘Be Protected From The 
Unexpected,”’ the 1986 theme for the 
farm safety campaign, stresses the 
need for preventive safety measures. 
Agricultural work accidents resulted 
in about 1,600 deaths and 170,000 
disabling injuries last year, 
according to preliminary Council 
statistics. President Ronald Reagan 
has proclaimed the week of 
September 21-27, 1986, as the 43rd 
annual National Farm Safety Week, 
co-sponsored by the National Safety 
Council and the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. 


LEAFSPOT DISEASE 


Continue to apply a fungicide to 
control leafspot disease until two 
seeks before harvest. With the 
frequent showers we are having and 
the large amount of foliage, use the 
full recommended rate which is 2 1/8 
pints of Bravo per acre. If you are 
using other fungicides, use the 
maximum rate. This year about 
one-third of our peanuts were 
planted at the regular time and the 
remainder was planted in June. 
Some of the early planted peanuts 
will be dug in early to mid 
September. However, rainfall can 
delay digging by two to three weeks. 
Keep this in mind as you continue 
your leafspot spray program. The 
later planted peanuts will need to be 
protected throughout the month of 
September. Don't stop too quickly 
because your harvest, even on the 
later planted peanuts, can be 
delayed a couple of weeks, and you 
can run into problems with both 
early and late leafspot. Don’t take 
any more chances than necessary 
with this crop! 


CAUTION 


I hate snakes, especially rattle- 
snakes! The only reason | mention 
rattlesmakes is because we are 
entering the season of the year when 
big, fat rattlesnakes are on the move. 
I see more rattlesnakes during the 
month of August and the first 10 
days of September than all of the rest 
of the time combined. At this time of 
the year rattlesnakes will come right 
up on your patio, or on your lawn, or 
in your garage for no apparent 
reason. You will also see them in 
fields and on the road. If you go out, 
at night, carry a flash light. In the 
day time be careful in weedy places. 
If you are moving lumber, bricks, or 
debris, watch where you put your 
hands. Just remember, you don’t 
have to be deep in the woods to find 
a rattlesnake, You might find one in 
your yard or very close to your house 
at anytime, especially during this 
time of the year. 


WINTERING COWS 


We have a program lined up for 
September 15 at the Farm Center on 
opportunities to extend winter feeds 
for beef cattle. The program is 
sponsored by the Extension Service 
and the Cattlemen’s Association. A 
lot of Coffee County cattle producers 
are looking for ways to feed the beef 
cattle herd during the winter 
months. It is going to be tougher to 
get cattle through the winter in good 
shape this year because most cattle 
are not in as good shape as they were 
last year. Dr. B.G. Ruffin will 
discuss alternate feeds and grains 
used to winter beef herds. Dr. 
Donald Ball will discuss strategies of 
getting the most out of the limited 
hay. The program will begin at 6:00 
in the Community Room at the Farm 
Center in New Brockton. We hope 
that every beef cattle producer in the 
county will attend this meeting. 
Remember the date -- Mcaday night, 
September 15, at the Farm Center. 


EXTRA RYE 


Coffee County cattle producers 
can possibly take up some of the 
slack in lost hay by planting extra rye 
this fall. If we can get adequate rains 
in September and early October, I 
look for cattle producers to put in a 
lot of rye to help get their herds 
through the winter. 

It might be good to go ahead and 
soil test those fields in the nest two 
weeks whick are going into rye for 
grazing. If you have a buildup of 
phosphorus and potash, you might 
get by with a limited amount of 
fertilizer except for nitrogen top- 
dressing which will be needed. 

Each farm is an individual unit 
and has unique problems. However, 
if you are short on hay, some extra 
acres of rye could help solve some of 
the feed problems in cow herd 
management. 


DESEASES 


In the next weeks we plan to have 
a seminar on diseases of catfish for 
Coffee County catfish producers. At 
an earlier meeting of the catfish 
growers in the county, Rey. Steve 
Nolin ot New Brockton pointed out 
that one of the pressing needs was to 
know more about the diseases of 
catfish. Dr. John Jensen at Auburn 
is working up a group of specialists 
for a meeting here in Coffee County. 
I will notify all producers of this 
program as soon as it is set up. 

We have some problems with 
pesticides running into catfish ponds 


plus oxygen shortages which are 
causing problems. Each grower 
needs to stay on top of the oxygen in 
each of his ponds. Oxygen shortage 
is something you have to prevent to 
keep from losing fish. 


CAUTION 


Folks who are using 2, 4-D near 
cotton fields are having problems 
with damage. There is danger of 
crop damage when 2, 4-D is used 
near cotton. If you use this, use a low 
spray pressure and a nozzle with a 
large opening to get a coarse spray. 
2, 4-D can also form a vapor which 
the wind can carry a long distance. 
Don’t use 2, 4-D type herbicides in 
an area where cotton is growing. 


EARLY GRAZING 


A lot of Coffee County cattle and 
peanut producers will be planting 
rye for grazing and for cover. With 
the hay shortage we predict an 
increase in rye acreage this fall in 
Coffee County. 

Dr. Donald Ball, our forage 
specialist at Auburn, told me that 
they did not expect the disease on 
rye which is called ‘‘spot blotch’’ to 
be a problem this year. However, he 
emphasized that no one knows for 
sure. He said the widespread rye 
disease last year was caused by 
unusual climatic conditions during 
the early growing season. No rye 
varieties are totally resistant to this 
disease. 


If you plant rye for grazing and 
do not need to turn that land early to’ 
plant row crops, you will get a lot 
more grazing by including some 
ryegrass in the rye mixture. This 
will give you more grazing and 
higher quality grazing later in the 
spring than rye alone. Some growers 
may want to put in mixtures of rye, 
ryegrass and wheat. 

Be sure to get your fertility and 
lime right before you plant. Now is 
an excellent time to get soils samples 
on those fields which will be going 
into grazing. 


POND CHECK 

Mike Newman of the District 
Fisheries Office in Enterprise sent 
me a letter a few days ago about 
balance checks that they perform on 
farm ponds. The fisheries office in 
Enterprise will inspect your pond for 
fish balance and also weed control 
and fertilization. 

Pond balance checks are made by 
the fisheries office in June and 
September. You must apply ahead 
of time to have your pond checked. 
For example, if your pond needs 
checking in -September, call the 
fisheries office in Enterprise at 
347-9467 and ask for the application 
now. They will take it from there and 
service your needs. If you are unable 
to get yours checked in September, 
the next time is in June. 

lam a great believer in using all 
of the technology available to 
increase production in ponds 
whether regular bream and bass 
ponds or catfish ponds. The 
fisheries office has some highly 
skilled people who can help your 
pond become more profitable and 
pleasurable. Call them at 347-9467. 


KUDZU CONTROL 

We have a new publication 
entitled ‘‘'Kudzu Eradication Guide- 
lines,’ and believe me, there are a 
lot of folks who want to get rid off 
kudzu which is destroying pines and 
other trees. 

One weed scientist said, ‘Kudzu 
control is the most expensive vegeta- 
tion problem that landowners in the 
South face today. Kudzu eradication 
requires persistence. If only a single 
plant survives, all previous effort 
and expense may all be in vain due to 
rapid and vigorous growth of the 
pest.”

REMINDERS 


Dr. John Henderson, soybean 
specialist at Auburn, reminded me 
this week of precautions in using 
some of the new soybean herbicides. 
My conversation with him reminded 
me that Coffee County soybean 
growers should remember that two 
new materials, Septer and Classic, 
carry restrictions on planting 
following crops. For some crops 
other than small grains and 
soybeans, Septer carries an 11 
month waiting period before 
planting another crop. Classic 
carries a 9 month waiting period. In 
the event you wanted to plant 
vegetable crops following Septer or 
Classis, you would need to wait 18 
months. 

Keep these facts in mind if you 
use Septer or Classis to control 
weeds in soybeans.

The first site of the Curtis School 
was where the Curtis Baptist Church 
now stands. Mr. John B. Johnson, 
82, attended that school. My mother, 
Mrs. Jimmie Lou Smith Cowen, 
began first grade there in 1925. 
Curtis, Mt. Zion, and Rhodes School 
(located near Eiba) were con- 
solidated in 1926 and moved to 
where the Coffee County Farmers’ 
Cooperative now stands. In 1931, 
Danley's Cross Roads School joined 
Curtis School. The school closed for 
a period of one or two years during 
the Depression. 

That building stood until it was 
destroyed by fire in the spring of 
1940. It was rebuilt in the same 
location and school resumed in the 
new building about 1941, While the 
new building was being constructed, 
students attended school in 
surrounding churches. Grades 1, 2 
and 3 used Curtis Baptist Church 
building; grades 4, 5 and 6 used the 
Church of Christ building at 
Danley'’s Cross Roads; grades 7, 8 
and 9 used the Bethany Primitive 
Baptist Church building, located on 
Highway 84 about one mile east of 
Danley's Cross Roads. 

I started first grade in the fall of 
1940 in the old Curtis Baptist Church 
building. The building had one large 
room and two small rooms on each 
side. The first grade used one of 
those side rooms. Mrs. Lena Grimes 
was the first-grade teacher. We sat 
on the slatted wooden pews and held 
our tablets and pencils on our laps. 

That is the first time | remember 
using a pencil. A pencil was not a 
common item in our household. My 
father was a carpenter and he used a 
special pencil which we dared not 
bother. Mrs. Grimes would simply 
say, ‘Write your numbers to 10,” 
Since I was inept at using a pencil, | 
couldn't write my numbers very well 
and my friend, Nell Wilson, would 
reach over, write the numeral 8 for 
me and proceed with writing her 
numbers. 

After lunch, Mrs.Grimes would 
instruct us to lie down and rest on 
the preaching platform. Since 
dresses were the order of the day 
and I was very modest, I wouldn't lie 
down and she would consent to let 
me sit. 

Joe Foley's disdain for school 
provided us with a morning's 
entertainment when he decided to 
crawl underneath a teaacher's car 
rather than go in the church 
building. I can still hear his wailing 
and the teachers trying to coax him 
out. Some of my classmates were 
Jack and Joe Foley (twins), Nell 
Wilson, Fannie Lou Jacobs, Ted 
Cowen, Herschel Archie, Ronald 
Courson, Annette Taylor, Junior 
Anderson, Ralph Crocker, Jean 
Johnson and Floyd Griffin. : 

Before going to our individual 
classes each morning, we would 
assemble in the church sanctuary, 
salute the flag and sing songs. Many 
of our songs had clapping and 
hopping motions to them. 

Ear ton Gautney, who was a 
second-grader at the time, always 


hopped out much farther than 
anyone else, and with a big grin on 
his face, would turn around and hop 
back in place. I couldn’t imagine 
anyone being so brave and wondered 
why the teacher didn’t correct him. 

The recesses seemed so long and 
the girls always spent their time 
building playhouses underneath the 
shade trees. 

The new school building was 
completed in 1941-42 with no indoor 
plumbing and no _ lunchroom 


facilities. sage Sy Aid was 
installed about 19 Since there 
were no lunchroom facilities, 


everyone brought lunch either in a 
sack or wrapped in newspaper. The 
lunches were kept on a shelf in the 
cloakroom. We didn’t put our names 
on the lunches, but we could identify 
them by the outside wrappings. 

A home-packed lunch had a 
unique odor. It was usually sweet or 
salty. Sweet was from jelly, syrup or 
sweet potatoes, or if we were lucky, a 
pineapple or banana sandwich. Salty 
odors usually came from some type 
of pork. 

We were left pretty much on our 
own during lunchtime. We usually 
sat on the floor and ‘‘spread’’ our 
lunch. I can remember spreading 
lunch with Sara Ruth Dawkins, now 
Mrs. James Cotter. Sara Ruth 
always had a good lunch. 

We drank milk at lunch which 
was delivered to our school in 
half-pint bottles. Our fourth-grade 
teacher, Mrs. Lunsford, would set 
the wooden case of bottled milk on 
the outside window ledge to keep it 
cool, 

During the 1945-46 school year, a 
lunchroom was established. That 
must have been before the days of 
federal subsidy because everyone 
helped with the furnishings. Each 
student brought a plate, fork, spoon 
and knife. Mrs. Bonnie Taylor and 
Mrs. Lena Mose Grimes were the 
first cooks. These lovely ladies 
introduced us country children to 
some new, delicious meals, Students 
and paren‘s pus many of the 
necessities for these meals, such as 
potatoes, canned vegetables, milk 
and even firewood for the cook stove. 

Mrs. Sallie Jacobs, Mrs. Jessie 
Lee Donaldson, Mrs. Fannie Foley 
and Mrs. Cora Donaldson also 
served as cooks at various times. 

Mrs. Mary Frazier Ringsdorf was 
a junior high school teacher and also 
the piano teacher during the 1940's 
and 50's, She was a very sophisti- 
cated lady. We had Music Club once 
a month, when each piano student 
would play a selection and then, 
before refreshments were served, 
Mrs. Ringsdorf would read to us 
about one of the famous composers, 
such as Mozart, Hayden, Strauss 
and Handel. 

The piano students presented a 
piano recital in the spring when we 
would wear our loveliest evening 

owns and play our piano selections 
rom memory. She charged only 25 
cents per lesson. Every summer, I'd 
pick cotton and save my money to 
pay for the piano lessons. 

For students who did not own a 
piano, she would schedule a practice 
time at recess or lunch hour. Mrs. 
Ringsdorf helped many boys and 
girls to appreciate something other 
than the country music we heard on 
the radio. 

Curtis always had a good 
basketball team. Mr. E.C. Griffin, 
who was the principal, was also the 
coach. Buck Donaldson was a 
member of one of those teams. 

Along with the ball team were the 
cheerleaders. These were self- 
appointed, which usually consisted 
of all 8th- and 9th-grade girls, and 
they usually made up their own 
cheers. The school colors were black 
and gold, 

“ach Oth-grade class always 
presented as ring , play: There were 
no tryouts - Mr. Griffin just selected 
the person he felt best suited for the 

art. 1 don’t remember anyone 
eing unhappy about the part to 
which he was assigned, e had 
reat fun practicing the play and 
ooking for appropriate articles for 
the costumes. 

During that time, everyone rode 
the school bus to school, including

some of the teachers. That was a 
great time for socializing and findin 
out where other students lived. It 
was always exciting to go home with 
someone who lived on a different bus 
route. 

Mr. Grafton Young drove the bus 
route down Highway 84 to a popular 
establishment known as ‘The 
Wheel,’’ and turned onto what was 
then a dirt road. Lynwood Johnson, 
now superintendent of electrical 
utilities for the city of Opp, lived 
near the end of that route. Mr. Dick 
Daniels also drove a bus during that 
time and his route was between 
Curtis and Elba on various dirt 
roads. Many years before that, Mr. 
Jim Cowen and Mr. Arthur Johnson 
were bus drivers. 

The school buses were not heated 
and on cold mornings, the warm 
school room was welcomed. The 
rooms were heated with tall coal 
burning heaters. The custodian 
would come early in the morning and 
start the fires so the rooms would be 
warm and comfortable when the 
students arrived. 

The faithful custodians during 
the 1940’s and 1950's were Mr. 
George Baker and Mr. Weaver;.also, 
Mr. Plez Foley and Mr. W.T. 
Crocker served as custodians before

| must mention the cloakroom. It 
was such a unique place. 

At the back of each classroom 
was a room about four feet wide and 
the same length as the classroom 
with a doorway at each end. Inside 
cloakroom was a shelf the length of 
the room with large robe hooks 
underneath. The cloakroom was for 
lunches and coats mostly, but if 
someone presented a discipline 
problem and the teacher told him to 
go to the cloakroom, we knew he was 
in trouble. 

It was also used as a sick room, 
especially if boredom overtook some 
student, as it often did Herschel 
Archie. I can still see his grinning 
face as he looked through the 
doorway of the cloakroom where he 
had taken refuge from Miss Mae 
Morris’ history class. 

Many teachers worked unself- 
ishly for minimal pay during those 
years. For that we owe our 
gratitude. They not only helped to 
educate us, but also _ instilled 
character-building values. Some of 
those teachers were Mrs. Lena 
Grimes, Mrs. Hazel G. Lee, Mrs. 
Doris Pinckard, Mrs. Jean Johnson, 
Mrs. Hazel Lunsford, Mrs. Mary F. 
Ringsdorf, Miss Frances Taylor,

Designation of seasons, bag 
limits and zones for dove hunting 
were announced recently by Game 
and Fish Director Sam L. Spencer of 
the Department of Conservation and 
Natural Resources. 

Spencer said the State has again 
been divided into the South and 
North Dove Hunting Zones, each 
with a split season. A total of 70 
days shooting will be permitted in 
the South Zone with a bag limit of 12 
doves a day, 12 doves in possession, 
Hunters in the North Zone will be 
permitted 60 days of dove hunting, 
but with a larger bag limit, 15 doves 
a day, 15 in possession. Spencer 
urges dove hunters to not the 
differences in bag limits and directs 
particular attention to the split 
seasons and listed shootng hours for 
each zone: 


South Zone: Baldwin, Coffee, 
Covington, Dale, Escambia, Geneva, 
Henry, Houston, Mobile.

Cancer Prevention 


Study ll 
To Be Conducted 


Beginning in early September 
1986, Coffee County Volunteers will 
conduct the second follow-up of the 
American Cancer Society's Cancer 
Prevention Study II (CPS Il) by 
calling on local résidents who are 
part of the study. 

CPS Il is the largest study of its 
kind ever undertaken. Its purpose is 
to examine the lifestyles of more 
than 1.2 million Americans to learn 
about possible relationships of 
cancer to such personal and environ- 
mental factors as nutrition, drugs, 
occupational exposures, pollution, 
low-level radiation, low tar and 
nicotine cigarettes and passive 
smoking. The first follow-up was 
ocnducted in September of 1984 by 
most of the same local volunteers. 
Initial results from data collected 
during this follow-up are beginning 
to be published. 

The first analysis to be obtained 
from CRS II was a report on changing 
smoking patterns among Americans. 
It revealed a sizeable decrease in the 
number of current cigarette 
smokers, and a switch to filter and 
low-tar cigarettes, 

CPS II is equal in size but wider 
in scope than the first CPS of 
1959.72. That study may be best 
remembered as the study which 
supplied evidence conclusively 
linking cigarette smoking to lung 
cancer, heart disease and other 
circulatory diseases.

Practical Nurses Still Needed 
In Area Hospitals 


The Practical Nursing profession 
is alive and well in the Wiregrass 
with classes continuing at Wallace 
College and job opportunities 
available at hospitals throughout the 
area, 

This Fall, a class will start in Troy 
to serve persons in that area who 
would like to begin their studies. The 
clinical work will be done at Edge 
Memorial Hosital and at Pike Manor 
Nursing Home, with classroom 
studies on the campus at Wallace 
College in Dothan. School busses 
will transport students from Troy to 
the Dothan campus, said Dr. Bill 
Mbon, director of Allied Health 
Programs.

Opportunities to advance 
professionally are better than ever 
now, with Licensed Practical Nurses 
being accepted for the Associate 
Degree Nursing being accepted for 
the Associate Degree Nursing 
program at Wallace College without 
having to take an entrance exam.

Their course of study is also shorter 
than that of other ADN students and 
this Fall, an evening class is being 
started especially for LPNs who want 
to attend college at night in the ADN 
program. 

‘Somehow, the rumor got 
started that LPNs are no longer in 
demand and that Wallace College is 
phasing out its program,”’ said Linda 
Parrish, chairman of the Practical 
Nursing program at WC. ‘‘Nothing 
could be further from the truth! 
There are many job opportunities for 
LPNs in this area and the program at 
Wallace College is stronger than 
ever!"’ 

Five of the seven instructors in 
the Wallace College Practical 
Nursing program already have their 
master's degrees, Mrs. Parrish 
pointed out. The program is highly 
respected and a very large number of 
graduates qualify for the state 
licenses the first time they take the 
state board examinations.

In Alabama Discussed - 


“No one is immune to communi 
cable diseases. and the financial 
crisis proration will bring to the 
Alabama Department of Public 
Health inevitably will weaken the 
department's efforts to protect the 
public,’’ warn officials at the state 
health agency. 

According to Dr. Earl Fox, state 
health officer, ‘‘The Health Depart- 
ment is extremely concerned for the 
health and safety of the public 
hecause of the reductions mandated 
oy the existing proration. If there is 
a severe reduction in funding, there 
is the possibility of an increase in 
sexually transmitted diseases and 
tuberculosis. Everyone would be at 


greater risk to communicable 
diseases.” 
If the state's General Fund 


budget is prorated by 15 percent. the 
department would receive a 
reduction of more than $2.3 million, 
In addition, if the Special Education 
Trust Fund is prorated by 10 
percent. the health department 
would lose more than $449,000 for a 
total reduction of over $2.7 million, 

This possible proration would be 
in addition to the § percent reduction 
in funding from fiscal year 1986 to 
1987, and the 3 percent proration 
called by the governor this month, A 
deficit of more than $1.8 million, 
based on federal and _ state 
reductions, was previously 
anticipated with proration, Thus the 
health department would be facing 
an anticipated deficit of more than 
$4.6 million. 

Under proration screening from 
AIDS and other sexually transmitted 
disease activities would be reduced, 
which could result in an increase in 
these communicable disease. Tuber- 
culosis services also would be 
reduced. In addition, inadequate 


state funds would be available to

‘The present proration has cur 


tailed! non-medical travel and a 


other in-state travel paid for by 
sources other than the federal 
government. This has essentially 
placed on hold most restaurant food 
and milk inspection, soil percolation 
tests for subdivisions, inspection and 
monitoring of day care centers and 
other environmental services.’’ Fox 


said. In addition, the State Clinical 
Laboratory no longer accepts 
specimens for testing from private 
medical laboratories. Any proration 
of the General Fund or Special 
Education Trust Fund beginning 
Oct. | would result in a reduction in 
these services during 1987 as well.

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Judge Brunson casts deciding vote 


Tric of commissioners fail te change highway dept. 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Sept. 8, at the courthouse in Elba 
and listened as commission 
chairman Probate Judge Marion 
Brunson once again cast a dissenting 
vote to kill a motion to change the 
operation of the county highway 
department from its existing “‘unit 


system"’ to the ‘‘district system.”’ 
Six months ago the county 
engineer told the commission he 
would like to operate the highway 
department according to _ the 
guidelines listed under the unit 
system, and that he would like to 
move all county equipment out of the 
districts and to the county shop, 


where all work orders would be 
issued each day by the engineer. 
The engineer, Mac Rushing, 
stated the operation of the depart- 
ment would be more effective under 
the unit system's rules and asked for 
permission to implement his plan. 
The commission disagreed with the 
plan, apparently because it would

take away some of its powers, and 
split in the vote to change systems 
3-3. Probate Judge Marion Brunson 
cast the deciding vote in the matter 
and stated the county was under the 
unit system as prescribed by law-and 
should operate as such. 

Twice since the implementation 
of the system the commission has 
split on a vote to return the county 
highway department to its old 
workings, with equipment placed in 
each district, or work area; however, 
on both occasions Judge Brunson 
repeated his stand and cast the 
deciding vote to leave things as they 
are. 

At Monday's meeting, Com- 
missioner Jimmy Bryan made a 
motion to return operation of the 
highway department to the ‘‘district 
system’’ and to return all equipment 
to four work areas based on the miles 
of roads in each work area. Bryan 
stated the new system would replace 
the unit system, and also stated the 
county’s road funds should be 
divided among the four work areas 
equally, He stated such a change 
would have to be approved by the 
state legislature, but said, ‘‘I think 
such a move is necessary to put a 
handle on the growth of the 
budget.”’ ‘ 

Commissioner Sid Averett 
stated, ‘*I] think you're playing with 
dynamite due to the fact the county 
will soon have seven commissioners 
and seven districts. The timing of 
your plan is all wrong.”’ 

Commissioner Bill Faulk agreed 
With Averett, stating, ‘‘It would be 
premature to try to work out such an 
agreement at this time because of 
the addition of the new 
commissioner. We're talking about 
slicing up the pie seven ways when 
the new commissioner comes 
aboard, and I just can’t go along with 


Council again discusses problems of household 


garbage pick up due to worn out equipment 


The Elba City Council met on 
Monday. Sept. 8, at City Hall, with 
the major topic of discussion again 
being the future of garbage 
collection service in the city. 

Mayor Bob English told the

The Elba City School Board met 
Thursday night, September 4, and 
was faced with a rather bleak 
financial condition, The recently 
approved 1-cent sales tax passed by 
the Coffee County Commission will 
help, board members were told, but 
that tax is not now being collected. 


rhe school is at least three months 
away from actually having any of the 
funds to spend. 

The school board began the 
month of August with a $45,000 
balance in the bank, After paying the 
bills at the end of the month that 
balance had dropped to $15,000.

Supt. Crews noted that with school 
opening bills increase rather than 
decrease, 

Crews reported to board 
members that the system had 
experienced a ‘good opening of 
school,’’ and he was very pleased 
with the efforts of the staffs of the 
respective schools.

Commissioner Eugene Bradley 
said he had given the new plan six 
months to work, and felt it wasn’t 
best for Coffee County.

After Bryan accepted 
his amendment, Bradley seconded 
the motion. 

Bryan, Bradley and Eagerton all 
voted for the motion, while Faulk, 
Averett and Stephens all voted 
against the it, swinging the future of 
the motion to Judge Brunson, who 
votes only in case of ties. Brunson 
again voted against the motion and 
promised to do the same if the 
motion came up again. 

After the motion died, Bryan 
made a motion that once the county 
got out of debt its share of the 
recently-passed l-cent sales tax 
would be dropped, leaving the tax at 
3/4-cent with all proceeds going to 
the county schools. Bryan said the 
county was $633,000 in debt at this 
time and the money was needed; 
however, once the debt was paid off 
the county’s share should end. The 
motion died for lack of a second.

***accepted the low bid of $94,860 
from Hooper Construction of 
Andalusia for the resurfacing of 16 
miles of roads in rural Coffee 
County;
